DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and application.—(1) These rules shall be 
called the Bura Grading and Marking Rules, 1996. 

(2) They shall apply to Bura amorphous sugar produced 
by reboiling without the use of vacuum pan sor evaporators 
or a solution of any form of sugar. 

(3) They shall come into force from the date of their 
final publication, in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definition,—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires,— 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India *, 

fb) “Authorised packer" means a person or a body 
of persons who has been granted certificate of 
authorisation to grade and mark Bura in accordance 
with the provisions of these rules; 

(c) “Certificate of authorisation” means a certificate issued 

under the General Grading and Marking Rules, 
1988: 

(d) “Schedule” means a Schedule annexed to these rules.

3. Grade designation,—The grade designation to indicate 
the quality of Bura shall be as set out in column 1 of 
Schedule II. 

4. Definition of quality.—The quality indicated by such 
grade designation and general characteristics shall be as set 
out against each grade designation in columns 2 tol 8 of 
Schedule II. 

5. Grade designation mark.—The grade designation mark 
shall consist of.— 

fi) a label specifying name of the produce, made desig¬ 
nation and bearing a design consitsing of an outline 
map of India with the word "AGMARK” and figure 
of the rising sun resembling the one as set out in 
Schedule f-A; 

(ii) “AGMARK"’ replica consisting of a design incor¬ 
porating the number of certificate of authorisation, 
the word “AGMARK”, name of the produce and 
grade designation resembling the one as set out in 
Schedule I-B : 

Provided that the use of AGMARK replica in lieu of 
AGMARK labels shall be allowed only to such authorised 
packers who have been granted permission by the Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Adviser or an officer authorised by him in 
this regard and subject to the conditions prescribed under 
the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988. 

6. Method of packing.—(1) The graded article! shall be 
packed in clean, sound and dry containers in jute bags, poly- 
woven bags, paper bags, polyethylene or polypropylene or 
minimum 100 microns and/or any other packing material 
as may be required by the buyer and/or approved by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser or any other officer authorised 
by him in this behalf provided that the packing material 
is manufactured out of food grade materials as permitted 
under the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955; 

(2) Containers which have been previously used for com¬ 
modity likely to cause damage or impart any abnoxiaus 
flavour, odour or other undesirable characteristics to the 
Bura, shall not be employed; 

(3) Bura prepared from Khand shall be packed separately 
Irom Bum made from factory sugar and each container shall 
contain Burn of one uniform quality and grade only; 

(4J The containers shall be free from insec-infestation, 
fungus contamination, deleterious substances and any unde¬ 
sirable or obnoxious smell: 
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(5) Suitable number of consumer packets containing graded 
material of the same grade designations and from the same 
lot/batch may be packed in master containers, such 
as, wooden cases and cardboard cart tons subject to the con¬ 
ditions that each consumer pack shall carry appropriate grade 
deisgnatiou mark and the details thereof shall be indicated 
on the tie-on label affixed to the master container ; 

(6) Each container shall be securely closed and suitably 
scaled. 

7. Method of Marking.—(1) the grade designation mark 
shall be securely aflixed to or clearly and indelibly printed 
on each container; 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, the following 
particulars shall be clearly and indelibly marked on the 
container; 

(a) Name and address of the packer ; 

(b) Place of packing; 

(c) Date of packing in month and year; 

(rfj Net Weight; 

(e) Lot /Batch number; 

(f) Price ; 


8. Special conditions for grant of certificate of authorisa¬ 
tion.—In addition to the conditions specified in sub-rule (8) 
of rule 3 of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, 
the following shall be additional conditions for grant of cer¬ 
tificate of authorisation for grading and marking Bura under 
these rules, namely 


(1) The authorised packer shall either set up his own 
laboratory manned by a qualified chemist approved 
by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
authorised by him in this behalf in accordance with 
rule of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 
1988, for testing of quality of Bura or have access 
to the State grading laboratory or private commer¬ 
cial laboratory approved for the purpose; 

(2) The premises for processing, grading and packing 
shall be maintained in perfect hygienic and sanitary 
conditions; 

(3) The personnel engaged in these operations shall bo 

in sound health and free from any contagious 
disease; 


(4) The grading laeoretory shall be fully equipped with 
all necessary chemicals and apparatus for testing 
the commodity; 


(3) An authorised packer may, after obtaining prior ap¬ 
proval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or any officer 
authorised by him in this behalf, in accordance with rule 11 
of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, affix his 
private trade mark or trade brand label on graded packages, 
provided that the same docs not indicate quality other than 
that indicated by the grade designation mark affixed to the 
graded packages. 


(5) The authorised packer shall provide all necessary 
facilities and assistance to the approved chemist 
for carrying out the grading and marking of the 
commodity; 


(6) The authorised packer shall maintain proper records 
of analysis and grading of Bura.

1. Short title and application.—These rules mav be called 
the I Poppy seeds Grading and Marking Rules, 1996, 

(2) They shall apply to Poppy Seeds (Papaver Somni- 
facture).

6. Method of Packing—(1) The graded article shall be 
packed in clean, sound and dry containers using lining of 
polypropylene, in jute bigs, cloth bags, polywoven bags, 
paper bags only. 

(2) Tn the case of consumer packs polyethylene, of poly¬ 
propylene of minimum 100 micron and metallised polyester 
pouches or any other packing materials as may be required 
by the buyer and approved by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser or an officer authorised by him in this regard shall 
be used, provided that the packing material is manufactured 
cut of food grade materials as permitted under Prevention of 
Food Adulteration Rules, 1955. 

(3) '1 he containers shall be fiee from insect infestation, 
fungus contamination, deleterious substances and any un¬ 
desirable or obnoxious smell. 

(4) Suitable number of consumer packets containing 
granted material of the same grade designation and from 
the same lot/hntch may be packed in master containers, such 
as, wooden cases, cardboard cartons, subject to the condi- 
lion that each consumer pack shnll carry appropriate grade 
designation mark and the detail thereof shall be indicated 
on the tic-on label affixed to the master container.

(3) They shall come into force from the date of their 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Definition.— In these rules, unless the context otherwise

7. Method of Marking.—(1) The grade designation mark 
shall he securely affixed to or clearly and Indelibly printed 
on each container. 

(2) Tn addition to the grade designation mark the follow¬ 
ing particulars shall “-e clearly and indelibly marked on the

(i) Name and address of the pucker; 

<ii) Place of packing; 

(iii) Date of packing in month and year;

(v) Lot/batch number; 

(vi) Price. 


(d) “Schedule" means a Schedule appended to these 
rules. 

3. Grade designation.—Lho grade designations to indi¬ 
cat; the quality of the Pop py Seeds shall be as set out in 
column 1 of Schedule in. 

4. Definition of quality.—The quality indicated by such 
grade designation and general characteristics shall be as set 
out against each grade designation in columns 2 to 7 of 
Schedule HI.

Poppy seeds under the rules, namely-- 

ll) The authorised packer shall either set up his own 
laboratory manned by a qualified chemist appro¬ 
ved bv the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an 
officer authorised by him In Ihis behalf in accor¬ 
dance with rule 9 of the General Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1988, for testing the quality of 
Poppy seeds or have access to the State grading 
laboratory or private commercial laboratory ap¬ 
proved for the purpose.

G.S.R. 229,—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Lady Hardinpe Medical College and Smt, Suchctnl 
Kriplani Hospital (Group ‘D’) pests Recruitment Rules, 1979 
in so far as they relate to the post of Gestetner Operator, 
except as respects things done or omitted to be done before 
such supersession, the President hereby makes the following 
rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of 
Gestetner Operator in the Lady Hardinge Medical College 
and Smt. Sucheta Kriplani Hospital, New Delhi. 

1. Short tittle and commencement.—(1) These rules may be 
called the Lady Hardinge Medical College and Smt. Sucheta 
Kriplani Hospital, New Delhi (Gestetner Operator) Recruit¬ 
ment Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay—The 
number of said post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification, etc.— 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualification and other 
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matters relating to the said opst shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(bj who. having a spouse living,, has entered into or 
contracted a mairlage with any person, 1 

'hall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax.-—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.- -Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scehduled Tribes, Ex- 
servicement. Other Backward Classes and other special cate¬ 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.
